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Cut in State School Funds 
To Seriously Affect Sikeston 


Teachers Here May 
Get Salary Slash 
Unless Funds Approved 


The $9,250,000 cut in Missouri 
state school funds made through 
Governor Phil Donnelly’s recent 
veto of this amount voted by the 
legislature, 
will 
seriously 
affect 
Sikeston and all schools, school 
children and tax payers in the 
state. L. M. Standley, president of 
the Board of Education, said today. 
Unless this cut is restored, local 
tax 
payers, 
in some cases 
al­ 
ready hard pressed, will have to 
dig deeper into their pockets to 
maintain schools at even the pre­ 
sent level. At the same time a 
$35,000,000 surplus of the tax pay­ 
ers money, from which the legisla­ 
ture unanimously voted the addi­ 
tional aid to schools, lies untouched 
in Jefferson City. 
Specifically for Sikeston’s schools 
it will mean that unless additional 
funds are forth coming, each tea­ 
cher will take a salary slash of 
$225, beginning the school year of 
1954. Salaries for the immediate 
school year will not be affected 
as contracts have already been 
made. Salaries for teachers in the 
local system are slightly below 
the state average for schools of 
comparable size and Missouri sal­ 
aries on the average are $491 be­ 
low the national average. 
To restore from local funds, the 
$225 per teacher cut made by Gov. 
Donnelly would require an addi­ 
tional levy of about forty cents on 
the $100 assessed valuation in the 
R—6 (Sikeston) District, Standley 
said. 
... . 
$22,500 Annual Loss 
The total loss to Sikeston schools 
for the biennium or for the school 
years of 1953-54 and 1954-55 as a 
result of Donnelly’s veto will be 
$45,000 or $22,500 per school year. 
All of this loss will be in the tea­ 
chers fund, he pointed out. 
Some probable consequences of 
the governor’s action, according to 
Standley, are that many teachers 
will not sign contracts at the end 
of the coming school year unless 
the cut is restored, either from 
state funds or from local taxation. 
Others 
will 
gravitate 
to 
states 
where salaries are better. This is 
especially serious in view of the 
shortage of about 3000 teachers 
which already exists in Missouri. 
It is reported that there is a real 
danger that some schools in the 
state may be unable to open in 
1954. 
The only alternative would be to 
open with poorly trained, unquali­ 
fied teachers, thereby seriously af­ 
fecting the futures of the boys and 
girls enrolled. 
Standley pointed out that a cut 
in school appropriations is especi­ 
ally serious at this time as a re­ 
sult of Missouri’s rapidly increas­ 
ing school population. It is reliab­ 
ly estimated that an additional 27,- 
300 pupils will be enrolled this fall 
requiring 910 more teachers. In the 
fall of 1954, 20,900 added pupils 
will require 696 more teachers. As 
state school funds are distributed 
on the basis of total teaching units, 
these 
added 
units will cut the 
money available for each unit. 
This fact alone would result in less 
money for each pupil and may well 
result in increasing the $225 per 
unit slash made by the governor. 
The school board here went on 
record last night as recommending 
to Gov. Donnelly that he call a 
special session of the legislature 
to provide adequate funds to oper­ 
ated schools in Missouri.

He spent the 
night at Charleston as the guest 
of the Charleston Hotel and then 
hitch-hiked his way to Sikeston 
en route to East Prairie. 
Chief Wallace and Officer John­ 
ny Taylor picked up Johnny Joe 
on Highway 60 East and after the 
chief had bought him hjs break­ 
fast Johnny Joe informed him he 
liked him and would like to stay 
and join the force.

ATHENS, Greece 
— Strong 
earthquakes 
continued 
to 
shake 
Greece’s Ionian Sea islands for 
the fourth successive day today 
and the toll of casualties and dam­ 
age mounted steadily. 
Official reports last night placed 
the quake toll then at 150 dead 
but survivors predicted it would 
top 400. 
As the Greek government rushed 
aid. U. S. air force units across 
the Mediterranean in Tripoli read­ 
ied helicopters to drop food and 
medical supplies on isolated vil­ 
lages in the stricken islands. 
Welfare Minister Constantine Ad- 
amopoulos, touring the stricken ar­ 
eas off the West Central Greek 
coast, advised the government he 
had found “unprecedented tragedy 
and dam age.” 
The official count of dead and 
injured lagged far behind unoffi­ 
cial tallies. Many victims were 
still buried under m asses of rubble.

In the superintendent’s report, 
Noah E. Gray said the recreation 
room at the Tanner Street Church 
of God. located across the street 
from the high school, has been 
rented and will house one eighth 
grade 
section. 
By 
renting 
the 
church, Gray said, all eighth grade 
classes will be maintained in the 
same area. There will be three 
eighth grade sections at the high 
school, two at Bailey School, plus 
the one at the church. 
All eighth grade classes will op­ 
erate on a schedule similar to the 
high school. By placing them on a 
schedule, it was felt they would 
there fore be come more easily ac­ 
customed to high school routine as 
freshmen.

Mexico and it is largely agricul­ 
tural w ith m any tropical fruits 
and coffee plantations. There is 
also some sugar plantations. 
Blanton expressed 
an am aze­ 
m ent at the bullfights in Mexico. 
He view ed one in Mexico City and 
said if the crowd yells the bull­ 
fighter is a good entertainer, but 
if they w histle they are not pleas­ 
ed. Il he “stinks” they greet him 
w ith seat cushions. 
About 15 per cent of the people 
there are w hite, 27 per cent In ­ 
dians, and the rest a m ixture. 
There is no com pulsory education 
there Blanton said. And the teach­ 
ers get no pay because they are 
educated free and serve as teach­ 
ers to pay the obligation. 
In concluding, B lanton said the 
M exicans have become a thinking 
people in the last ten years and 
m ost of them agree M exico needs 
less money spent for the arm y, 
controlling pow er, and m ore m on­ 
ey needs to be used on education 
and irrigation of the fertile soils.

On H-Bomb 


Secretary of State 
Shows Skepticism 
Of Soviet Statement 


WASHINGTON

State Dulles said today he accepts 
with some skepticism Russian Pre­ 
mier 
M alenkov’s 
implied 
claim 
that Russia has mastered produc­ 
tion of the hydrogen bomb. 
Malenkov said last week-end that 
the United States no longer has 
a monopoly on H-bomb production 
—apparently meaning the Soviet 
Union knows the secret, too. 
Dulles told a news conference 
the United States has no independ­ 
ent evidence that Russia has the 
super-powerful bomb. 
Specifically, he said, American 
authorities have not detected evi­ 
dence of a hydrogen bomb explo­ 
sion within the Soviet Union, ei­ 
ther before or after Malenkov's 
surprise assertion Saturday. 
Dulles said also that Malenkov’s 
hydrogen bomb speech by impli­ 
cation confirmed the truth of West­ 
ern charges that the Soviets have 
failed to give adequate return in 
consumer goods to the Russian 
people for their labor. 
He said, too, Malenkov’s address 
showed Russian desperatism has 
been so complete that the Soviet 
people had no knowledge or par­ 
ticipation in the plans of their 
rulers. 
Dulles made these other points: 
1. The middle of October would 
be a good target date for the 
holding of a political conference 
with Chinese and North Korean 
representatives. He said the site 
could be in a neutral country but 
he did not specify any one. 
2. The United States believes the 
United Nations Assembly session 
in Korea, beginning M o n d a y , 
should not consider any move to 
admit Communist China because 
the agenda is supposed to be lim­ 
ited strictly to Korean problems. 
3. State Department employees

lands Bill” which was high on the 
priority of ‘‘must” legislation of 
this administration. 
Democrats on the other hand, co­ 
gnizant of campaign pledges of the 
party which was successful last 
fan, do not hesitate to point out 
that ft.) the budget is more un­ 
balanced than at the beginning of 
this administration: (2) taxes have 
AOt been reduced: (3> the cost of 
living index is at an all-time high 
while farm ineome is down 14 per 
cent: f4) instead of a reduction 
in the national debt, this adminis­ 
tration sought authority to increase 
the dèbt ceiling: and (5> the Re­ 
publicans have- been reluctant to 
make any changes in the foreign 
policy followed by the Truman ad­ 
ministration of which they were 
*0 critical. 
Leaving politics out of the ap­ 
praisal, however, it would seem

FREEZE SANDWICHES FOR 
PICNICS OR LUNCHES 


Most kinds of sandwiches, when 
properly packaged, freeze satisfac t­ 
orily. 
Preparing 
sandwiches 
in 
large quantities by “assembly line" 
methods has several advantages, 
says 
Miss 
Ruth 
Dennis. 
Home 
Agent. For example, you can make 
a two weeks, or even larger supply 
of sandwiches for the noon day 
lunch, picnics, a tea party or a 
buffet meal Any variety of bread 
may be used and you can cut it 
to suit your purpose. As true for 
sandwiches to be used at once, 
day-old bread is preferable for 
freezing. Sliced breads make ex­ 
cellent sandwiches. Here are some 
sandwich fillings suitable for freez­ 
ing: chcddar cheese, cream cheese 
sliced or ground meat, sliced or 
ground poultry, fish and cooked egg 
yolks (cooked egg whites are likely 
to become tough after freezing'. 
Miss Dennis suggests that butter 
be spread on the bread before the 
filling is used. Avoid using may­ 
onnaise as sandwich spread for it 
separates upon freezing and soaks 
into the bread. Some homemakers 
like to freeze fillings for sand­ 
wiches separately—then a variety 
of sandwiches may be served on 
short notice.

PLANNING YOUR FALL GARDE 
There’s still time for lots of gar­ 
den production this year. And for 
many, a fall garden will furnish 
more vegetables than they harvest­ 
ed since early this spring. This is 
particularly true in drougth areas 
of Scott County, says Tom B. Stroup 
County Agent. 
In areas of sufficient moisture, 
green beans planted now will m a­ 
ture before frost. However, most 
fall production will center around 
cool season, short-maturing crops 
such as spinach, carrots, beets, 
mustard, kale, radishes, and tur­ 
nips. And because they are cool sea­ 
son crops, they’ll do best if not 
planted before the third week of 
Aug.. By then, we are usually over 
the peak of high daytime tem per­ 
atures and night temperatures be­ 
gin dropping considerabley. 
Many 
gardeners 
like 
to 
use 
dwarf Siberian kale and Virginia 
Savoy spinach for fall production 
since they often live over the win­ 
ter and provide some early spring 
production. In this case, it's best 
to plant themalong the side of the 
garden where they won’t be dis­ 
turbed when you plow this fail. 
In addition, carrots and turnips 
can usually be stored in the ground 
successfully. They, too, should be 
planted in an out-of-the-way part of 
the garden. 
One of the big advantages of fall 
garden production is that you gen­ 
erally have less trouble with insect 
and week control.

BETWEEN-MEAL CARE 
FOR WAFFLE IRON 
There are tricks in taking care 
of your electrical equipment from 
your refrigerator down to your 
waffle iron. Just a simple thing 
such as allowing your waffle iron 
to remain open until it has cooled 
will help keep it in good condition. 
To remove grease, place a paper 
napkin soaked in ammonia between 


the grids and let it stand over 
night. In the morning, wipe off 
the grids with a clean damp cloth. 
If the iron still needs a more com­ 
plete cleaning, use fine steel wool, 
a fine wire brush, or whiting, sug­ 
gests Miss Ruth Dennis, County 
Home Agent. Whiting is a fine 
chalf-like substance which cleans 
without scratching. You’ll find it 
at hadwares, drug stores and paint 
shops .Sometimes waffles stick to 
the iron when it is new, or after 
it has had a thorough cleaning. 
If you have a brand new waffle 
iron, follow the directions which 
came with the iron as to how to 
get it ready for use. If you’ve lost 
your book of directions, just re­ 
member to gease the grids with 
unsalted fat. Then preheat the iron 
thoroughly before you use it.

FREEZE PEACHES 


Remove air bubbles, wipe top 
of jar and adjust lid. Process pint 
and quart jars 20 minutes in boil­ 
ing water bath. Complete seal if 
lids are not self-sealing. 
For freezing, select firm, fully 
ripe unbruised peaches of a good 
variety for freezing. Recommended 
varieties are: Belle of Georgia, 
Champion, Elberts, Hale Haven, 
according to Ruth Dennis, Home 
Agent. Peel the peaches, remove 
pits and slice directly into cold sir­ 
up. Add one-half teaspoon ascorbic 
and one-half teaspoon citric acid 
to each quart of sirup to prevent 
darkening. 
To keep the fruit from sticking 
up out of the sirup which causes 
it to darken and dry, put crum­ 
pled waterproof paper on top of 
the packed fruit just before you 
put the lid on.

Champion Home Canner Tells How She Does It 


M rs. M a rtha C hristophel of 
Goshen, Indiana, winner of blue 
ribbons at state and county fairs 
and Chicago’s Cehtury of Progress 
Exposition, believes in the extra 
touch which makes a ja r of canned 
fruit or vegetables “taste good to 
the eye” as well as to the palate. 
And her home canned foods are a 
picturé! You wonder how she got 
those huge juicy peaches into the 
jars. Your mouth waters when you 
see creamy white corn kernels in 
jars with stars cut from sweet red 
pepper pressed against the inside 
of the glass. 
H er ja rs of mixed pickles hold 
dark green olives stuffed with pi­ 
miento, pearly white small onions, 
sprigs of cauliflower, bright green 
chunks of cucumber, and golden 
carrot wheels. She always puts up 
some pears with sirup colored with 
red hots, always adds a table­ 
spoonful of lemon juice to such 
foods as corn, asparagus, peas, 
pickles, cherries, to preserve the 
color. 
Each year she puts up hundreds 
of jars of food, beginning with the 
first rhubarb and straw berries and 
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C o urti : y o f Hull H rot ht is C o m p a n y 
going on through the late fruit 
season. She finds time for other 
household and fine arts. She paints 
in oil, does pasti ls, w ater colors, 
pen and ink draw ings; quilts, cro­ 
chets, and deals in antiques! 
During the canning season she 
attaches to her large “Antiques” 
sign a smaller one: “ Shop closed. 
Busy.” Trouble is that people are 
then more determined than ever to 
see her antiques. “I make more 
sales than at any other time, but 
I get my canning done, you bet!” 
I)o you save money by home can­ 
ning? T hat’s obvious. “ Buy fruits 
and vegetables by the bulk from 
your local m arkets and can them. 
Then you’ve got them !” she says. 
Mrs. Christophel won her first rib­ 
bon at the age of six for bread bak­ 
ing. Since then she has won hun­ 
dreds. In an antique sugar bucket 
are scores, including 15 from the 
1952 Indiana State F air alone. 
Over a hundred more fill an old- 
fashioned churn. There are two

Old-Time Print Shop

In the Christian Science Monitor 
“They say,” said the printer wuh 
a smile, “ that there aren’t any 
real printer's devils any more. And 
1 don’t know that I ever heard ot 
a lady taking the job. But 
if you 
want to learn about printir ,f 
’’ IP1 
g estured at the paper-littered floor. 
“ I g uess you could g o rig h* to 
work.” 
So I went rig ht to work for Allen 
Ford Johnson (known to hi friend 
as “ Bud” ) in his print shop 
on 
North Main Street, Ang ola. New 
York. 
There are probably still some 
shops 
like 
“ John 
oil’s 
Printing ” 
here and there on Main Street 
throug hout 
the country 
But not 
many. Most printers have succumb­ 
ed to the lure of modern business 
methods and modern equipment 
such as automatic presses 
But 
there are a few who like Allen 
“ Bud" Johnson, are happy and con­ 
tented in the easyg oing itmosphere 
of the old-time print shop. 
One cold morning back in 1906 
when Bud was an eig ht-year old. 
he hurried out at dawn to the barn 
to 
see 
a 
strang e, 
cumbersome 
black piece of machinery. Hr fath­ 
er told him it was a printing 
press 
and later taug ht Bud to operate it. 
Duripg 
hig h school 
years 
Bud 
fooled around with printing in his 
spare time, making personalized 
stationery for the kid . in 
scho o l, 
and discovering he couuld “ have 
a lot of fun with the printing press.” 
After a couple of years of colleg e, 
he went to work at various jobs, 
but before long he beg an to think 
about printing ag ain. He took the 


old equipment out of moth balls 
and went to work. 
His first job, he likes to recall, 
was one he did for the fire-de­ 
partment boys in his homo town, 
Eden, New York. They wanted pos­ 
ters and tickets in a hurry and Bud 
g ot them out fast. Today he still 
g ets hurry-up jobs. Rig ht after I 
had learned to run the small Chand­ 
ler and Price hand press that ho 
calls the “ baby,” a frantic call 
came in for 19 .000 labels to be im­ 
printed with the words “ tomato 
ketchup,’* 
For a day and 
a half Ixitli hand 
•>i esses turned out ketchup labels 
Other customers in this pleasant 
lakeside town g raciously waited 
their turns, while an employee of 
the local frozen food company who 
had ordered the labels rushed in 
at hourly intervals to collect what 
we had turned out during that time. 
Without the cooperation of Bud's 
shop, an official told us, the com­ 
pany would have had to turn down 
a big order. 


The 
old 
Universal 
press 
that 
stands at the rear of the shadowy, 
cluttered shop was probably made 
back in the 18 00's. It sounds like i 
i steel barrel full of rocks when I 
it rolls over, but turns out a credit­ 
able piece of work, mostly posters. 
Bud keeps a stock of sig ns on hand: 
No Trespassing , 
For 
Rent, For 
Sale, No Smoking , and so on. Hi' 
sells them at 10 cents apiece to 
his neig hbors. 
Almost everybody in town w;in- 
ders into the shop from time to 
time 
for one thing or another. 
Bud likes it that way; he likes 
people and will stop for a few 
minutes’ chat anytime except when 
he has a rush job on. 
The entire north wall of the long 
room that is the shop is covered 
with “ sam ples” of Bud’s work. 
Pasters, letterheads, wedding invi­ 
tations, 
relig ious 
pamphlets, 
school prog ram s, menus; an end­ 
less variety of printed material is 
displayed there.

$35,000,000 surplus of the tax pay­ 
ers money, from which the legisla­ 
ture unanimously voted the addi­ 
tional aid to schools, lies untouched 
in Jefferson City. 
Specifically for Sikeston’s schools 
it will m ean that unless additional 
funds are forth coming, each te a­ 
cher will take a salary slash of 
$225, beginning the school y ear of 
1954. Salaries for the im m ediate 
school y e a r will not be affected 
as contracts have 
already been 
m ade. Salaries for teachers in the 
local 
system 
are 
slightly below 
the state average for schools of 
com parable size and Missouri sal­ 
aries on the average are $491 be­ 
low* the national average. 
To restore from local funds, the 
$225 per teacher cut m ade by Gov. 
Donnelly would require an addi­ 
tional levy of about forty cents on 
the $100 assessed valuation in the 
R —€ (Sikeston) District, Standlev 
said.

$22,500 Annual Loss 
The total loss to Sikeston schools 
for the biennium or for the school 
y ears of 1953-54 and 1954-55 as a 
result of Donnelly’s veto will be 
$45,000 or $22,500 per school year. 
All of this loss will be in the tea­ 
chers fund, he pointed out. 
Some probable consequences of 
the governor’s action, according to 
Standley, are that m any teachers 
will not sign contracts at the end 
of the coming school y ea r unless 
the cut is restored, either from 
state funds or from local taxation. 
Others 
will 
gravitate 
to 
states 
w here salaries are better. This is 
especially serious in view of the 
shortage of about 3000 teachers 
which already exists in Missouri. 
It is reported that there is a real 
d anger that some schools in the 
state m ay be unable to open in 
1954. 
The only alternative would be to 
open with poorly trained, unquali­ 
fied teachers, thereby seriously af­ 
fecting the futures of the boys and 
girls enrolled. 
Standley pointed out that a cut 
in school appropriations is especi­ 
ally serious at this tim e as a re­ 
sult of M issouri's rapidly increas­ 
ing school population. It is reliab­ 
ly estim ated that an additional 27,- 
300 pupils will be enrolled this fall 
requiring 910 m ore teachers. In the 
fall of 1954 . 20.900 added pupils 
will require 690 more teachers. As 
state school funds are distributed 
on the basis of total teaching units, 
these

Secretary of State 
Shows Skepticism 
Of Soviet Statement 


WASHINGTON 
— S ecretary of 
State Dulles said today he accepts 
with some skepticism Russian Pre- 
m ier 
M alenkov’s 
implied 
claim 
that Russia has m astered produc­ 
tion of the hydrogen bomb. 
Malenkov said last week-end that 
the United States no longer has 
a monopoly on H-bomb production 
-a p p a re n tly m eaning the Soviet 
Union knows the secret, too 
Dulles told a news conference 
the United States has no independ­ 
ent evidence that Russia has the 
super-powerful bomb. 
Specifically, he said, A m erican 
authorities have not detected ev i­ 
dence of a hydrogen bomb explo­ 
sion within the Soviet Union, ei­ 
ther before or after M alenkov’s 
surprise assertion Saturday. 
Dulles said also that M alenkov’s 
hydrogen bom b speech by im pli­ 
cation confirmed the truth of W est­ 
ern charges that the Soviets have 
failed to give adequate return in 
consum er 
goods 
to

R ussian 
people for their labor. 
He said, too, M alenkov’s address 
showed Russian d esp eratism has 
been so com plete th a t the Soviet 
people had no knowledge or par­

Cut in State School Funds 
To Seriously Affect Sikeston 


Teachers Here M ay 
Ce* Salary Slash 
Unless Funds Approved 


The $9,250 OOO cut in Missoui i 
state school funds made through 
Governor Phil 
Donnelly’s recent 
veto of this am ount voted by the 
legislature, 
will 
seriously 
affect 
Sikeston and all schools. school 
children and tax payers in the 
state. L. M. Standley. president of 
the Board of Education, said today. 
Unless this cut is restored, local 
tax payers, 
in some cases 
al­ 
ready hard pressed, will have to 
dig deeper into their pockets to 
m aintain schools at even the pre­ 
sent level. At the sam e tim e a 
$35,000,000 surplus of the tax pay­ 
ers money, from which the legisla­ 
ture unanimously voted the addi­ 
tional aid to schools, lies untouched 
in Jefferson City. 
Specifically for Sikeston’s schools 
it will m ean that unless additional 
funds are forth coming, each tea­ 
cher will take a salary slash of 
$225. beginning the school year of 
1954. Salaries for the im m ediate 
school year will not be affected 
as contracts have already been 
m ade. Salaries for teachers in the 
local system 
are slightly below 
the state average for schools of 
com parable size and Missouri sal­ 
aries on the average are $491 be­ 
low' the national average. 
To restore from local funds, the 
$225 per teacher cut made by Gov. 
Donnelly would require an addi­ 
tional levy of about forty cents on 
the $100 assessed valuation in the 
R—6 (Sikeston* District, Standley 
said. 
$22,500 Annual Loss 
The total loss to Sikeston schools 
for the biennium or for the school 
years of 1953-54 and 1954-55 as a 
result of Donnelly’s veto will be 
$45,000 or $22,500 per school year. 
AU of this loss will be in the tea­ 
chers fund, he pointed out. 
Some probable consequences of 
the governor’s action, according to 
Standley. are that many teachers 
will not sign contracts at the end 
of the coming school year unless 
the cut is restored, either from 
state funds or from local taxation. 
Others 
will 
gravitate 
to 
states 
where salaries are better. This is 
especially serious in view of the 
shortage of about 3000 teachers 
which already exists In Missouri. 
It is reported that there is a real 
danger that some schools In the 
state m ay be unable to open in 
1954. 
The only alternative would be to 
open with poorly trained, unquali­ 
fied teachers, thereby seriously af­ 
fecting the futures of the boys and 
girls enrolled. 
Standley pointed out that a cut 
in school appropriations is especi­ 
ally serious at this tim e as a re­ 
sult of M issouri’s rapidly increas­ 
ing school population. It is reliab­ 
ly estim ated that an additional 27,- 
300 pupils will be enrolled this fall 
requiring 910 more teachers. In the 
fall of 1954 . 20.900 added pupils 
will require 690 more teachers. As 
state school funds are distributed 
on the basis of total teaching units, 
these added units will cut the 
money available for each unit. 
This fact alone would result in less 
money for each pupil and may well 
result in increasing the $225 per 
unit slash m ade by the governor. 
The school board here went on 
record last night as recommending 
to Gov. Donnelly that he call a 
special session of the legislature 
to provide adequate funds to oper­ 
ated schools in Missouri.

State Dulles said today he accepts 
with some skepticism Russian P re­

Malenkov said last week-end th at 
the United States no longer has

Specifically, he said. A m erican 
authorities have not detected evi­ 
dence of a hydrogen bomb explo­ 
sion within the Soviet Union, ei­ 
ther before or after M alenkov’s 
surprise assertion Saturday. 
Dulles said also that M alenkov’s 
hydrogen bomb speech by im pli­ 
cation confirmed the truth of West­ 
ern charges that the Soviets have 
failed to give adequate return in 
consum er goods to the R ussian 
people for their labor. 
He said, too, M alenkov’s address 
showed Russian desperatism has 
been so complete that the Soviet 
people had no knowledge or p ar­ 
ticipation in the plans of their 
rulers.

FREEZE SANDWICHES FOR 
PICNICS OR LUNCHES 


Most kinds of sandwiches, when 
properly packaged, freeze satisfact­ 
orily. 
Preparing 
sandwiches 
in 
large quantities by “assembly line" 
methods has several advantages, 
says 
Miss 
Ruth 
Dennis, 
Home 
Agent. For example, you can make 
a two weeks, or even larger supply 
of sandwiches for the noon day 
lunch, picnics, a tea party or a 
buffet meal Any variety of bread 
may be used and you can cut it 
to suit your purpose. As true for 
sandwiches to be used at once, 
day-old bread is preferable for 
freezing Sliced breads make ex­ 
cellent sandwiches Here are some 
sandwich fillings suitable for freez­ 
ing: cheddar cheese, cream cheese 
sliced or ground meat, sliced or 
ground poultry, fish and cooked egg 
yolks < cooked egg whites are likely 
to become tough after freezing'. 
Miss Dennis suggests that butter 
be spread on the bread before the 
filling is used. Avoid using may­ 
onnaise as sandwich spread for it 
separates upon freezing and soaks 
into the bread.

PLANNING YOUR FALL GARDE 
There’s still time for lots of gar­ 
den production this year. And for 
many, a fall garden will furnish 
more vegetables than they harvest­ 
ed since early this spring. This is 
particularly true in drougth areas 
of Scott County, says Tom B. Stroup 
County Agent. 
In areas of sufficient moisture, 
green beans planted now will ma­ 
ture before frost. However, most 
fall production will center around 
cool season, short-maturing crops 
such as spinach, carrots, beets, 
mustard, kale, radishes, and tur­ 
nips. And because they are cool sea­ 
son crops, they’ll do best if not 
planted before the third week of 
Aug.. By then, we are usually over 
the peak of high daytime temper­ 
atures and night temperatures be­ 
gin dropping considerably.

There are tricks in taking care 
of your electrical equipment from

Just a simple thing 
such as allowing your waffle iron 
to remain open until it has cooled 
will help keep it in good condition. 
To remove grease, place a paper 
napkin soaked in ammonia between 


the grids and let it stand over j 
night. In the morning, wipe off 
the grids with a clean damp cloth. 1 
If the iron still needs a more com­ 
plete cleaning, use fine steel wool, 
a fine wire brush, or whiting, sug­ 
gests Miss Ruth Dennis, County 
Home Agent. Whiting is a fine 
chalf-like substance which cleans 
without scratching. You’ll find it 
at hadwares, drug stores and paint 
shops .Sometimes waffles stick to 
the iron when it is new, or after 
it has had a thorough cleaning. 
If you have a brand new waffle 
iron, follow the directions which 
came with the iron as to how to 
get it ready for use. If you’ve lost 
your book of directions, just re­ 
member to gease the grids with 
unsalted fat. Then preheat the iron 
thoroughly before you use it. 


FREEZE PEACHES 


Remove air bubbles, wipe top 
of jar and adjust lid. Process pint 
and quart jars 20 minutes in boil­ 
ing water bath. Complete seal if 
lids are not self-sealing. 
For freezing, select firm, fully 
ripe unbruised peaches of a good 
variety for freezing. Recommended 
varieties are: Belle of Georgia, 
Champion, Elberts, Hale Haven, 
according to Ruth Dennis, Home 
Agent. Peel the peaches, remove 
pits and slice directly into cold sir­ 
up. Add one-half teaspoon ascorbic 
and one-half teaspoon citric acid 
to each quart of sirup to prevent 
darkening.

In areas of sufficient m oisture. 
green beans planted now will m a­ 
ture before frost. However, most 
fall production will center around 
cool season, short-m aturing crops 
such as spinach, carrots, beets, 
m ustard, kale, radishes, and tu r­ 
nips. And because they are cool sea­ 
son crops, they’ll do best if not 
planted before the third week of 
Aug.. By then, we are usually over 
the peak of high daytim e tem per­ 
atures and night tem peratures be­ 
gin dropping considerabley.

dwarf Siberian kale and Virginia 
Savoy spinach for fall production 
since they often live over the win­ 
ter and provide some early spring 
production In this case, it’s best 
to plant themalong the side of the 
garden where they won’t be dis­ 
turbed when you plow this fall. 
In addition, carrots and turnips 
can usually be stored in the ground 
successfully. They, too, should be 
planted in an out-of-the-way part of 
the garden.

For a day and a half both hand 
m esses turned out ketchup labels. 
Other customers in this pleasant 
lakeside town graciously waited 
their turns, while an employee of 
the local frozen food company who 
had ordered the labels rushed in 
at hourly intervals to collect what 
we had turned out during that time. 
Without the cooperation of Bud’s 
shop, an official told us, the com­ 
pany would have had to turn dowm 
a big order.
